| Extended—Rates Greatly Reduced 


~ Following the recent extension of 
the American Telephone and Tele- 
gtaph Company's transatlantic tele- 
“ghone service to-important cities 
on the continent of Europe, a flat 
reduction of $10 a minute has been 
@0d6 on all calls across the ocean. 

Under the new achedule, which 
effects a forty per cent cut jn the 
basic rate between New York and 
London, it is now. possible to talk 
a third of the way around the globe 
for $21.25 a minute. This is over 
the circuit established between Los 
Angeles and Stockholm, Sweden, 
“bridging a distance of more than 
8,300 miles, 

For. this sum the telephone sub- 
séribér has the use of approximate- 
iy 5,000 miles of ‘land wire, and 
two submarine cables totalling 170 
gniles in length, and the exclusive 
wee of a radiophone cirewit 3,200 
‘niles long.

tween New York and London a 
year ago the charges were $75 for 
the first three minutes, or .$25 a 
minute. As transoceanic service 
was extended to the rest of the 
United States the usual toll ratcs 
were added to calls” originating 
eutside New York, through which 
all overseas traffie is handled. Ad- 
ditional charges were also made for 
calls to Belgium, Holland, Germany 
and Sweden, when service was 
opened recently to those countries. 

The increase {n the number of 
Transatlantic Calls after the re- 
duced rates became effective ind!- 
cates that a number of commercial 
and industrial organizations have 
accepted the radiophone as a satis 
factory method of doing business 
overseas. While New York and 
London have made sixty per cent 
of the calls during the past year, 
the service has also been used by 
forty-one states of the Union and 
nearly all sections of Great Britain.
